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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's arguments, filed June 30, 2009, with respect to claims 52-60 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

2. Claims 52-60 are examined on the merits. 

CLAIM REJECTIONS - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

5. Claims 52-55 and 57-60 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Amadio et al. (US 2002/0075312 Al) (Amadio hereafter) taken with Sheldon et al. (US 
2003/0098894 Al) (Sheldon hereafter). 

6. In regard to claim 52, Amadio discloses a computer storage media having computer- 
executable components, comprising: 
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7. a basket interface component configured to simultaneously manipulate 

received data objects as an integrated unit, wherein the basket interface component includes a 
writable property which defines properties of a collection of data items, the writable property 
being writable before a basket control is displayed (page 4, [0036] and Figure 4, e.g. the slots 
within the frame may be sorted by a set of sort properties. The sort properties define a criterion 
for ordering the tiles on window. It is known in the art that the sort properties may include by 
Name, by Type, by Size, or by Date), and wherein one or more notifications are sent by the 
basket interface component when contents of the collection of data items are modified (page 1, 
[0010], e.g. a user interface display that dynamically changes as changes are made to the item. 
Another object is to provide a user interface display where the user can change the arrangement 
of the displayed properties of an item, page 4, [0037], e.g. page 5, [0040] and [0041], e.g. 
List View requestswhen changes are made to the item, those changes are dynamically reflected in 
the graphic representation or properties displayed in the slots), and 

8. a collection creation component that, for each data object submitted to the 
basket interface component, adds at least one data item corresponding to the 

submitted data object to the collection of data items (page 4, [0038], e.g. ListView control and 
DefView, and Figure 6, page 4, [0040], e.g. when a folder is opened and DefView 604 adds 
items that represent files/resources on the user's computer to ListView 606), 

9. a playlist application programming interface component configured to 

provide control of the basket interface component to a host application (page 4, [0038], e.g. 
ListView control), wherein the playlist application programming interface component provides a 
web theme property to the collection of data items depending on a type of the data items such 
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that one or more background images that are associated with the data items are displayed behind 
the data items (page 2, [001 1], e.g. Each item type will have its own unique graphic identifier 
and will have properties that are specific for that item, page 4, [0035], e.g. a folder containing 
music in WAV (wave), MIDI, MP3, or similar music formats, the properties that may be 
displayed include name, size, type, artist, year, album, track, length, or any other suitable 
property that would identify a music file, and Figure 2); and 

10. a listmaker application programming interface for modifying properties of 
a browser software component (page 4, [0038], e.g. ListView control). 

1 1 . However, Amadio docs not explicitly disclose a basket interface component configured 
to simultaneously manipulate received data objects as an integrated unit (page 1, [0007], e.g. 
display a set of items within a content collection). . . web theme property to the collection of data 
items depending on a type of the data items. Sheldon discloses a basket interface component 
configured to simultaneously manipulate received data objects as an integrated unit . . . web 
theme property to the collection of data items depending on a type of the data items (page 1, 
[0007], e.g. the item type may be an image file, or a video file. Based upon the obtained item 
types a distribution of the types of items within the collection is determined. The resulting 
distribution can be used to determine a category for the content collection, page 3, [0036], e.g. 
involves the determination of content in a content collection and the display of that content, and 
page 3, [0039], e.g. The thumbnails view displays the contents of the folder as miniature images 
224. Each image 224 may also have a textual filename description 226 associated with the 
image, and page 4, [0047] and [0048], e.g. perceived file type). Amadio discloses user interfaces 
for computer systems, and more particularly to improved techniques for displaying graphical 
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information and important properties on the computer display (page 1, [0002]). Therefore, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to 
improve the systems of Amadio with the basket interface component of Sheldon for improved 
techniques for displaying graphical information and important properties on the computer 
display. 

12. In regard to claim 53, Amadio in view of Sheldon discloses the basket interface 
component includes a display interface that displays representations of the data objects received 
by the basket interface and the playlist application programming interface component provides a 
flag configured to modify how the display interface displays controls associated with the basket 
interface component (page 4, [0041], e.g. ListView will review the stored items and determine 
which items to relayout or recalculate based on changes to an item's visual metrics. ListView 
will relayout and recalculate the visual metrics of each item if necessary. At step 710, ListView 
will check for tile information for each item. If the information is present, then at step 712, 
ListView will calculate the visual metrics needed to display the item. If the information does not 
exist in ListView, ListView will request the information from its client, DefView. At step 714, 
DefView will begin a background task 716 to retrieve the pertinent information for the item). 
55. In regard to claim 55, Amadio in view of Sheldon discloses the playlist application 
programming interface component is configured to activate a gauge display in a status bar 
(Figure 3, e.g. Status Bar). 

13. In regard to claim 54, Amadio in view of Sheldon discloses the playlist application 
programming interface component is configured to provide a copy mode property to the basket 
interface component, wherein the copy mode property controls whether the data objects are 
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copied in the data collection in a nested hierarchy (Figure 2, e.g. Copy this file and My Pictures 
folder represents a nested hierarchy, page 3, [0030], e.g. the tool bar permit the user to move 
between folder view displays). 

14. In regard to claim 55, Amadio in view of Sheldon discloses the playlist application 
programming interface component is configured to activate a gauge display in a status bar 
(Figure 3, e.g. View 302 especially, Status Bar). 

15. In regard to claim 57, Amadio in view of Sheldon discloses the playlist application 
programming interface component is configured to provide an event message to additional 
software components when the contents of the collection are changed (page 5, [0040], e.g. 
notification message). 

16. In regard to claim 58, Amadio in view of Sheldon discloses a basket interface component 
configured to simultaneously manipulate received data objects as a collection of data objects, 
wherein the received data objects correspond to active data objects that are selected by or 
excluded from the collection of data objects based upon designated criteria (Figure 2, e.g. My 
Documents represents "selected by"), wherein a basket display area includes a representation of 
the active data objects in a form of a query or an exclusion (Figure 2, e.g. Search), and wherein 
the basket interface component notifies a browser software component when contents of the 
collection of data objects have been modified (page 1, [0010], e.g. a user interface display that 
dynamically changes as changes are made to the item. Another object is to provide a user 
interface display where the user can change the arrangement of the displayed properties of an 
item, page 4, [0037], e.g. page 5, [0040] and [0041], e.g. ListView requestswhen changes are 
made to the item, those changes are dynamically reflected in the graphic representation or 
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properties displayed in the slots); a collection creation component that, for each data object 
submitted to the basket interface component, adds at least one data item corresponding to the 
submitted data object to a collection of data items (page 4, [0038], e.g. ListView control and 
DefView, and Figure 6, page 4, [0040], e.g. when a folder is opened and DefView 604 adds 
items that represent files/resources on the user's computer to ListView 606); and 

17. a listmaker application programming interface for modifying properties of 

a browser software component, wherein the listmaker application programming interface 
includes a property selected from the group consisting of an identity of a browser component and 
an identity of a basket control (Figure 3, e.g. View 302). 

18. However, Amadio does not explicitly disclose a basket interface component configured 
to simultaneously manipulate received data objects as an integrated unit. . . a playlist application 
programming interface component configured to provide control of the basket interface 
component to a host application, wherein the playlist application programming interface 
component provides a web theme property to the collection of data items depending on a type of 
the data items such that one or more background images are displayed behind the data items, and 
wherein the data items are music files and the one or more background images are one or more 
of music notes or instruments. Sheldon discloses a basket interface component configured to 
simultaneously manipulate received data objects as an integrated unit . . . web theme property to 
the collection of data items depending on a type of the data items (page 1, [0007], e.g. the item 
type may be an image file, or a video file. Based upon the obtained item types a distribution of 
the types of items within the collection is determined. The resulting distribution can be used to 
determine a category for the content collection, page 3, [0036], e.g. involves the determination of 
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content in a content collection and the display of that content, and page 3, [0039], e.g. The 
thumbnails view displays the contents of the folder as miniature images 224. Each image 224 
may also have a textual filename description 226 associated with the image, and page 4, [0047] 
and [0048], e.g. perceived file type). Amadio discloses user interfaces for computer systems, 
and more particularly to improved techniques for displaying graphical information and important 
properties on the computer display (page 1, [0002]). Therefore, it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to improve the systems of Amadio 
with the basket interface component of Sheldon for improved techniques for displaying graphical 
information and important properties on the computer display. 

19. It is noted that Sheldon does not specify that background images are one or more of 
music notes or instruments. However, the images of music notes or instruments are mere 
aesthetic design changes. The court found that matters relating to ornamentation only which 
have no mechanical function cannot be relied upon to patentably distinguish the claimed 
invention from the prior art. 

20. In regard to claim 59, Amadio in view of Sheldon discloses the listmaker application 
programming interface is configured to provide a writeable and readable width property 
associated with a width of a basket control (page 4, [0041], e.g. List View will review the stored 
items and determine which items to relayout or recalculate based on changes to an item's visual 
metrics. List View will relayout and recalculate the visual metrics of each item if necessary. At 
step 710, List View will check for tile information for each item. If the information is present, 
then at step 712, List View will calculate the visual metrics needed to display the item. If the 
information does not exist in List View, ListView will request the information from its client, 
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DefView. At step 714, DefView will begin a background task 716 to retrieve the pertinent 
information for the item). 

21 . In regard to claim 60, Amadio in view of Sheldon discloses a basket interface component 
configured to simultaneously manipulate received data objects as an integrated unit; a collection 
creation component that, for each data object submitted to the basket interface component, adds 
at least one data item corresponding to the submitted data object to a collection of data items 
(page 4, [0038], e.g. ListView control and DefView, and Figure 6, page 4, [0040], e.g. when a 
folder is opened and DefView 604 adds items that represent files/resources on the user's 
computer to ListView 606), wherein the basket interface component includes a writable property 
which defines properties of the collection of data items (page 4, [0036] and Figure 4, e.g. the 
slots within the frame may be sorted by a set of sort properties. The sort properties define a 
criterion for ordering the tiles on window. It is known in the art that the sort properties may 
include by Name, by Type, by Size, or by Date); 

a playlist application programming interface component configured to provide control of the 
basket interface component to a host application, wherein the playlist application programming 
interface includes a copy mode property that determines whether contents of nested data objects 
will be flattened or whether the contents of the nested data objects will retain a nested hierarchy 
when the data objects are copied into the collection of data items (Figure 2, e.g. Copy this file 
and My Pictures folder represents a nested hierarchy, Figure 3, e.g. View 302, page 3, [0030], 
e.g. the tool bar permit the user to move between folder view displays); and 

22. a listmaker application programming interface for modifying properties of a browser 
software component, wherein the listmaker application programming interface includes a 
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property selected from the group consisting of an identity of a browser component and an 
identity of a basket control (page 4, [0038], e.g. ListView control, and Figure 6, e.g. List View 
606), and 

23. wherein the listmaker application programming interface is configured to provide a 
writeable and readable width property associated with a width of a basket control (page 4, 
[0038], e.g. ListView control, and Figure 6, e.g. ListView 606), and 

24. wherein the listmaker application programming interface further includes a navigational 
display area such that representation of the data objects that have already been submitted to the 
basket control are highlighted in the navigational display area (page 4, [0034], e.g. highlighting 
the text of the name). 

25. However, Amadio does not explicitly disclose a basket interface component configured 
to simultaneously manipulate received data objects as an integrated unit (page 1, [0007], e.g. 
display a set of items within a content collection). Sheldon discloses a basket interface 
component configured to simultaneously manipulate received data objects as an integrated unit 
. . . web theme property to the collection of data items depending on a type of the data items 
(page 1, [0007], e.g. the item type may be an image file, or a video file. Based upon the obtained 
item types a distribution of the types of items within the collection is determined. The resulting 
distribution can be used to determine a category for the content collection, page 3, [0036], e.g. 
involves the determination of content in a content collection and the display of that content, and 
page 3, [0039], e.g. The thumbnails view displays the contents of the folder as miniature images 
224. Each image 224 may also have a textual filename description 226 associated with the 
image, and page 4, [0047] and [0048], e.g. perceived file type). Amadio discloses user interfaces 
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for computer systems, and more particularly to improved techniques for displaying graphical 
information and important properties on the computer display (page 1, [0002]). Therefore, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to 
improve the systems of Amadio with the basket interface component of Sheldon for improved 
techniques for displaying graphical information and important properties on the computer 
display. 

26. Claim 56 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Amadio et al. 
(US 2002/0075312 Al) (Amadio hereafter) taken with Sheldon et al. (US 2003/0098894 Al) 
(Sheldon hereafter), as applied to claims 52-55 and 57-60, in further view of Cooper, A. (1995) 
(Cooper hereafter). 

27. Amadio in view of Sheldon describes the claimed invention except for the limitation of 
the gauge display is configured to be a three-dimensional pie chart. Cooper describes the gauge 
display configured to be a three-dimensional pie chart is a well known in the art feature of 
Windows 95 (page 141, Figure 1 1-6). Amadio discloses user interfaces for computer systems, 
and more particularly to improved techniques for displaying graphical information and important 
properties on the computer display (page 1, [0002]) as in Windows 2000 (page 3, [0029]). 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to improve the systems of Amadio with the basket interface component of Sheldon and 
the gauge display configured to be a three-dimensional pie chart of Windows 95 as described by 
Cooper for improved techniques for displaying graphical information and important properties 
on the computer display.
